Peace Condition: 
Stop Bombs First 


LONDON (AP) — No shift Indian and Balkan exiles paraded 


the Soviet attitude toward the 
war in Vietnam emerged today 
from the opening of talks be 
tween Prime Ministers Alexei 
Kosygin and Haroiid Wilson. 


Iiulbrm&nts said Wilson and 
Kosygin restated their familiar 
positions on the Southeast Asian 
war at the first private sessions 
of the Soviet premier's week* 
long visit to Britain. 


They talked fOr three hours 
Monday in the Cabinet room at 
No. 10 Downing St. That was an 
hour more than scheduled, but 
there was no hint that this in- 
dicated any' progress toward 
agreements. A spokesman sakl 
it meant t h ^ were "usefully oc- 
cupied in their time.'* 


Bemb H i p First 
A news blackout was imposed 
m the discussions, and some 
diplomatie commentators took 
this as a good sign. However, 
Soviet sources saki Kosygin ar- 
rived from Moscow ready to 
press the Communist positkm 
that the Unit«! States must stop 
bombing North Vietnam before 
any peace talks can start. 


Wilson, wiio reportedly had 
eoosulted with Preskient Johnson 
Shortly before Koaygin's arrival, 
favors a new and proknged 
pause in the bombing as a meth- 
od of clearing the aid for some 
new psece initiative. Hiere was 
no hint here of the U.S. attitude. 
Officials refused to disclose the 
nature of the exchanges between 
Washington and London.

Kennedy Says 
French Could 
Make Contacts 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy says he dkl 
not bring any Vietnam war 
peace feelers from Europe, but 
he told President Johnson the 
French could provide meaningful 
contacts with Hanoi. 


Kennedy said after a White 
House conference with Johnson 
Monday, "I never received th^ 
impression that I was any re- 
cipient of any peace feel^s." 


This momentarily quieted, but 
did not entirely erase, a flurry 
of speculation which gr«w out 
of r ^ r t s in Newsweek maga- 
zine that the New York Demo* 
crat was bringing back at least 
some second4iand information 
that might be helpful in arrang- 
ing peace talks. 
Kennedy told Undersecretary of 
Stata Nicholas Katzenbach ear- 
lier Monday that French Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle had reit- 
erated to Kennedy his position 
that there was little chance for 
peace unless the United States 
was willkig to announce a sched- 
ule for withdrawal of its troops 
from Vietnam. 


De Ganlle Net Eeady 
The New York senator inter- 
preted this as indicating that De 
Gaulle was not prepared to take 
any practical steps at this time 
to get negotiations going. 


But Kennedy was said to have 
found the lower echelons of the 
French government, where con- 
tact is maintained directly with 
Hanoi envoys, much more flexi- 
ble in their approach to the 
problem.

Morgenthau. who had the job 
of raising funds for World War 
II and whose interests in foreign 
affairs brought him into several 
controversies, 
died 
Monday 
night at the Vassar Brothers 
Hospital after a long illness. 


He .served as secretary of the 
treasury from January 1934, un- 
til July IMS, when he resigned 
with some bitterness from the 
Cabinet of Presklent Harry S. 
IVuman three months a f t e r 
Roosevelt died. He hekl the na- 
tion's top fiscal post longer than 
any other man except Albert 
Gallatin, who served for more 
than 12 years in the early 1800s. 


For 30 years. Morgenthau was 
Roosevelt's confkiant. His farm 
adjoined Roosevelt's at Hyde 
Park, N.Y.. and they became 
friends as feUow farmers. As a 
boy, Morgenthau had refused to 
follow hit wealthy father Into 
fiiiance. preferring farming In- 
ttatd. The father made a for- 
tune In New York reM estate.

former Elinor Fatman, died in 
1048. He married Mrs. MarceUo

The scarlet fever rash 
is first seen on ^ e neck and 
chest, but later it may spread 
to every part of the body usual­ 
ly witti the exception of the 
face,** she said. 


Both scarlet fever and strep 
throat are caused by a bacttria 
known as streptococci and are 
highly communioable. A aticp 
infection is Uways serious be­ 
cause the germs may causa 
damage to the heart, kidneys 
and ears. Rheunuktic faver can 
also follow the infMtlon. ThcM 
and other severe complioationa 
can also fbllow scarkt fever. 
Strep infections are usually 
spread directly by the infectod 
person through drt^lets from 
sneezing, coughing or close per­ 
sonal contact 


The disease may also be 
spread with articles he has 
used—ouch as handkerchiefs, 
towels, drinking cups and dish­ 
es. With a diagnosis of scarlet 
fever your doctor will recom­ 
mend prompt action. 


“He will advise you to put

A talk on school board atruc- 
ture and authority, the second 
of a three pert series of pro­ 
grams on local government 
was given by Forrest HeMlee, 
Presklent of the Escenaba Area 
School Board, to the Republi­ 
can Women’s Club Monday. 


School boards, according to 
Uenslee, funotkxi within the 
requirsmenta of the Mkhigan 
State Constitution, a Code of 
Michigan School Rules, and 
Administrative Rules ot the 
State School Boud. 


Michigan achools are grouped 
into five classes of distrkts, 
dependent on size of enroUmem 
and 
inclusion 
of secondary 
schools. Smaller school districts 
are governed by three school 
board members and the larger 
districts have seven trustees. 


In the Escanaba Area, aohool 
board members am eleoted by 
popular balki on the second 
Monday in June eech year. Any 
citizen owning property that is 
taxedmay qualify ae a candid­ 
ate for the school board. Publk 
school board meettaci are held 
tbe second Tuesday of each 
month. 


The past year has required 
many extra hours hram school 
board members in eetabliehing 
federal programs, securing new 
schools, and aetabUahment of a 
labor 
management 
contract 
with tsachers, Henelee aakl. He 
noted thirt new schools wUl 
bring new needs in the near 
future. The board will be con­ 
cerned with staffing, equipment 
for the new sdiools, apd resi­ 
dential boundarisa for students.
